two montiis after was elected. 
He served 
four years in Congress anil has been elect­ 
ed twice since, once counted out by the 
Democrats, and this time [seated by the 
Republicans. 
For a short time after the 
war he managed a photograph gallery in 
Natchez, and became an expert photog­ 
rapher. Since I860 be bas devoted near­ 
ly all bis time to politics and raising cot­ 
ton. 
He ow'ns a fine plantation near 
Natchez, and is iii solid financial circum­ 
stances. 
He n a mulatto of alight ruffes 
color, and bas heavy crisp waving hair. 
His manners 
are exceedingly gentle­ 
manly, is very correct iii speech, aud in 
writing and speaking, it is said be is 
much al Hive the average Congressman 
This may not be saying much iii bis 
favor, but it shows w hat studious hab­ 
its, energy amt ambition will do for a 
man who was once a slave.

R a c in e, Wis., May 6.—Last night at a 
juarter of ll the citizens of Racine were 
awakened from their slumbers by an 
alarm of fire. The fire originated iu the 
warehouse of the Goodrich Transporta­ 
tion company, aud rapidly spread, owing 
to a northeasterly wind which was blow­ 
ing with great violence. 
From the ware 
house it crossed over to the lumber yards 
owned by Kelly, Weeks k Co., and Jones, 
Knapp A Co,, and did not leave so much 
as a board. 
From the lumber yards it 
swept over to the elevator, which is 150 
feet high, leaving it a mass of ruius. 
From here the tlames gained rapidly, and 
in a short time the lower half of Main 


street was in a blaze. 
The principal 
buildings destroyed were the Racine Sil­ 
ver Plating works, Herzog k Roberts 
mills, office of the Chicago, Milwaukee.*: 
St. 
Paul 
Railway, 
Congress 
Hall, 
Joe 
Millers 
boot 
aud shoe factory aud forty other build­ 
ings, including stores 
aud dwelling 
houses. The Chicago and Milwaukee 
firemen rendered their valuable services, 
which Racine heartily appreciates. The 
loss is estimated a $1,000,000. The cause 
of the fire is said to be [a spark from a 
passing tug. The last buildings burned 
at 5 o’clock. 
At this hour the engines 
are hard at work plapmg on the ruins*

Prof. Campbell, of Montreal, thinks 
that he has succeeded in deciphering tile 
mysterious Hittite inscripdons, aud lias 
established an identity between 
tho 
Hi trite* and the Aztecs. 
If this lie so , 
the interpretation of the Hittite hiero­ 
glyphic* may be extended to the Mexi- 
cau •odic***. 
Even if the language hail 
been considerably ch an god by trail si na­ 
tation to tile new world, enough of its 
original elements would remain to help 
on the task of deciphering the strange 
symbols. 
Prof. Campbell has sent his 
proceases to the LoudoiqSoeiety of Bib­ 
lical Archaeology, an organization which 
includes rn its memliership men thor­ 
oughly competent to judge of the valid­ 
ity of his conclusions. 
It lias been concluded, on much more 
tenable grounds than those which identi* 
fled our alyorigines with the descendants 
of the lost te n sitie s of Israel, that 
traces of Asiatic ideas are to be found 
on the monuments of Central America 
and Yucatan. 
It is altogether probable 
that there were successive immigrations, 
differing in time and in the nationality of 
the colonists. Some come here by way of 
Behring's Strait.

A c«UTi*s|Hindent of the Chii*ago 1'ri- 
bnnc, speaking of the extoiisivi* c.*rre 
s}Kindi*nce Private Dalzell, of Ohio, has 
had with public men of a national repu­ 
tation, says : The heterogeneous collec­ 
tion of letters in the I'rivale’s hands in­ 
cludes eoireiqioiidenee with all the lead­ 
ing statesmen, scholars, soldiers, orators, 
ami literary jntople of the latter half of 
the niiieti-eiith century.
